‘ADMIRAL SUETER'S PLEA FOR.

“The Need for Economy in . the 
Administration of the Fighting Services’’’ 
was the subject of ‘an. address given to 
the 1912 Club at the City of Lonaon Uon- 
servatiye Association last’ month by 
‘Rear-Adml.
